Defence Minister Shimon Peres 
said yesterday that a majority of

Speaking at a special Knesset 
session in reply to a Likud motion 
about the technicians, and at an 
Alignment faction caucus earlier, 
Peres said that misconceptions about 
the role of the technicians, and 
objections to them, did not oblige 
Israel to change its stand. The 
matter had been misre, in 
American public opinion at first, 
‘but subsequently set right. , 

The Likud motion by Shmuel Ta- 
mir of the Free Centre wing to 
waive the demand for U.S. techni- 
clans was struck off the agenda by 
46 votes against 33. 

Peres said that similarly Israel 
had no need to withdraw its re- 
quest for Pershing ground-to-ground 
missiles from the U.S. merely be- 
cause a storm had been raised over 
the possibility of nuclear warheais 
being attached to that model. In 
Israel, some Likud doubters who 
lmew about the request for Persh- 
ings a year ago, only express2d 
their reservations now, he pointed 
out. 


The Sinai arrangement would, 


never have been concluded, he belicv- 
ed, without having U.S. technicians. 
To query the question of technicians 
now was to query the entire ec- 
cord. 

Since American monitoring of the 
Sinai lines was an established fact 
since 1973, Peres said, the plan for 
the technicians represented a change 
of framework but not of substance. 
In any case it symbolised Egyptian 
alienation from the Soviet Union 
after 21 years. “What began in 
Banding in 1954, ends in Umm 
Khashiba," he declared. 

The plan for the U.S. technicians 
arose in two different ways, he said. 
ἘΞ came up not only at the Ford- 
Sadat talks in Salzburg but also in 
Israeli contacts with the U.S. since 
March of this year. It was the U.S. 
presence which helped Sadat agree 
to an Israeli post at Umin Khashiba, 
‘he said. 

Both President Sadat, and Mo- 
hammed Abdel-Ghani Gamasi, the 
Egyptian War Minister, said Egypt 
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majority 


wanted the American presence, he 
said. 

Peres embarrassed Herut leaders 
in the Likud, when he read a letter 
mailed by Young Herut here to U.S. 
Congressmen, asking them to vote 
against the technicians’ pian in or- 
der to save American lives and 
avert the risk of an imminent war. 

In his motion, Shmuel Tamir said 
many Coalition members had been 
opposed to the technicians plan. It 
was dangerous politically and would 
impair Israel's relationship with the 
U.S, Even today it was eroding sup- 
port for Israel among the political 
leadership and in public opinion. The 
U.S. was still gripped by the Viet- 
ham trauma. Hence, for the first 
time in 27 years, Israel was pro- 
voking 8 conflict with U.S. public 
opinion over technicians who were 
not even needed. 

Tamir said that, American recon- 
nalssance planes and satellites were 
doing just as good a job as the tech- 
niclans would. President Sadat 
would never hesitate to expel the 
Americans — he had not feared to 
expel the Soviets once before. 

Peres' call to strike the motion 
off the agenda was backed by the 
Coalition plus the Aguda Bloc. How- 
ever, three NRP men and Nissim 
Eliad of the ILP abstained. 

Tamir got the ‘backing of Ya‘ad, 
the New Communists and Moked, 
along with his own Likud.

NEW YORK (UPI). — The next 
step in U.S. peacemaking in the 
Middle East will be an attempt 
to start talks between Israel and 
Syria and to stady inclusion of 
the Palestinians in an overall 
peace settlement, Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger told Arab 
diplomats here last night. - 


Kissinger, giving a formal din- 
ner for UN ambassadors and fo- 
reign ministers of the Arab 
League, reassured his guests that 
Washington “has no interest or 
purpose in dividing the Arab 
world. On the contrary, only a 
united Arab world can make a 
final peace. The United States is 
prepared to make the same effort 
for any Arab state that it has 
already made on behalf of some." 

Kissinger said the object of U.S. 
consultations in the immediate 
future “will be to determine how to 
proceed between Israel and Syria,” 
if both sides want negotiations,

He said the U.S. will in addition 
“refine our thinking on how the le- 
gitimate interests of the Palestinian 
people can be met in an overall 
peace.” 

The Secretary also said that when 
Congress votes on U.S. participation 
in the Sinai accord, it will be clear 
that Washington will not “abandon 
those in the Middle East who have 
long sought our support” — an ap- 
parent reference to Israel. 

Sadat said on Sunday the United 
States has promised to get Israel te 
negotiate a peace settlement with 
Syria and the Palestinians. (See 
speech — Page 5.) 

Regarding the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries’ vote 
on Saturday to raise oil prices 10 
per cent, Kissinger said he wanted 
“to express the appreciation of the 
American people” to Arab countries 
at the meeting who “tried to assert 
a sense of global responsibility.” 
Saudi Arabia led the fight to limit 
any price increase. 


Allon addresses 
UN session today

WASHINGTON. — Israel Foreign 
Minister Yigal Allon addresses the 
UN General Assembly today and is 
expected to call for new efforts 
by Israel and the Arab states to 
begin arms control programmes for 
“more sophisticated" weapons, ac- 
cording to diplomatic sources at 
the UN. 

Privately, Allon has been inform~ 
ing various foreign ministers with 
whom he ‘has been meeting at the 
UN that Israel favours Arab-Israeli, 
cooperation on arms control, and 
would willingly accept a mutually 
acceptable programme. 

Yesterday, following what Israeli 
Officials called very good meetings 
with the foreign ministers from 
Japan and Rumania, Alon spent 
most of the day working on his 
speech. 

One source said yesterday that 


. Allon’s reference. in the speech to 


arms control for “more sophistic- 
weapons in fact means 
ground-to-ground missiles, such as 
the U.S.-made Pershing and the 
Soviet-made Scud. He will not refer 
to these missiles by name. 
Allon is also expected to react 
to Secretary of State Kissinger's 
at the UN last week for 
an “international multilateral” con- 
ference of concerned nations to 


discuss the Middle East. Sources 
sald that Israel has “mixed feel- 
ings" about the idea, and this 
message will be conveyed by Allon 
today. 


Meanwhile, Kissinger meets this 
morning with Syrian Foreign Min- 
ister Abdel Halim Khaddam to ex- 
plore possibilities for another Is- 
raeli withdrawal on the Golan 
Heights. Kissinger is also anxious 
to sound out Khaddam on the pro- 
posal for an international meeting, 
which would not include the PLO. 

Soviet officials are reportedly pre- 
pared to participate in such a meet- 
ing providing that representatives 
discuss PLO participation. 

Syrian President Assad said in 
an interview over the weekend that 
the Syrian position regarding an- 
other negotiation with Israel would 
be conveyed to Kissinger shortly — 
presumably a reference to the 
Khaddam-Kissinger meeting. 

Although another meeting be- 
tween Kissinger and Allon has not 
yet been scheduled, informed sour- 
ces expect that Kissinger will meet 
with Allon later this week to pass 
along Syria's position to Israel. Kis- 
singer would like to see serious 
Israeli-Syrian negotiations get under- 
way before the end of October, 
concerned over the expiration of 
UNDOF on November 830.

US. army aid to Egypt 
billion dollars a year

WASHINGTON. Congress has 
been informed by the Administra- 
tion that U.S. military aid to Egypt 
“will run about one billion dollars 
8 year for the next five years,” 
according to “Aviation Week and 
Space Technology” yesterday. State 
Department officials immediately la- 
delled the report “untrue” and 
“spurious.” 

“Aviation Week,” highly respected 
for its military affairs reporting, 
said that Egyptian President Sadat 
will be coming to Washington next 
month with ἃ shopping list of mi- 
litary equipment. President Ford 
confirmed last week that the United 
States is considering supplying 
Egypt with military equipment, but 
the White House later denied that 
any commitment or decision has 
yet been made to Egypt. 

“Sadat needs U.S. assurances now 
that he has severed most military 
relations with the Soviets,” “Avia- 
tion Week" quoted one “senior De- 
fence Department official” ag say- 
ing. 

The magazine, while not speci- 
tying what will be included in the 
‘Egyptian shopping list, reported 
earlier this month that Egypt is 
seeking navigation equipment for 
jet fighters, and others “non-lethal” 
equipment. 

State Department officials insisted 
yesterday that Congress could not 
have been informed about any pend- 
ing U.S. decision on arms to Egypt 
“because no decision has been 
made.” They rejected the “Avtation 
Week” report as untrue. 

“Aviation Week" did not say who 
in the Congress has been informed 
about the §1,000m, annual arms 
package for Egypt. 

Kissinger told Senate and House 


cormmittees last week that no miH- 
tary aid to Egypt is expected to 
be provided by the United States 
during the current fiscal year. He 
did not discuss military “cash sales," 
however, 

Cash sales worth more than 
$25m. need Congressional approval 
under the Nelson-Bingham amend- 
ment to the Foreign Military Sales 
Act. 

In another development, “Avia- 
tion Week" reported yesterday that 
the U.S. Defence Department hae 
ruled out Israeli participation in 
the production of the F-16 fighter 
plane, which Israel is seeking from 
the U.S. The Defence Department, 
the magazine said, is attempting 
to maintain this position “against 
strong Israeli political and indus- 
trial opposition.” 

Israel has been anxious to enter 
into ἃ co-production scheme for 
the F-16 with the U.S. in order to 
reduce the cost of the piane, which 
Israe] Air Force officials regard 
as becoming the mainstay of the 
TAF in the 1980s, 

Although final approval for the 
sale of the F-16 to Israel has not 
yet been made, Israeli officials ex- 
pect that the U.S. will provide .this 
approval shortly.

The larger.importers of. household 
electrical goods continued tq do a 
far brisker. business than usual, 


with shoppers stili intent on .beat-. 


ing the higher costs brought on by 
the devaluation and the new levies. 
The larger stores have more items 


on stocks than do the small ones’ 


and can thus still offer them at 
last week's prices. This is especially 
true of the larger appliances, such 
as refrigerators, washing machines, 
stoves and television sets, which are 
most sought after by the shoppers 
eager to invest their money in 
goods as a hedge against inflation. 

However, the retailers are not 
granting the almost-automatic re- 
ductions that were customary before 
the publication of the mew econo- 
mic measures. ς 

Supermarkets also reported some 
hoarding among customers, despite 
the fact that the prices of basic 
foodstuffs were not raised this time. 
In some supermarkets whole shelves 
of flour were emptied. In others the 
sought-after commodity was oil, with 
some shoppers purchasing several 
giant-sized containers each. All ef- 
forts by the sales staff to explain 
that the prices of these items had 
not been raised, and that storage 
for a Jong time will result in spoil- 
age, were of no avail. 


No extra taxes on 
appliances ordered 


Consumers who ordered refrigera- 
tors, air-conditioners or washing 
machines before September 26 and 
paid at least one.quarter of the 
price, will not have to pay the new 
taxes on these goods, if they get 
them before the end of October. 

This was indicated by the cus. 
toms authorities to the Public 
Council on Prices at a meeting of 
the council on the new ‘economic 
measures. The council noted that 
there would be no blanket permis. 
sion to imcrease prices, and every 
request would be considered indi- 
vidually.

Jeruzalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — The 18,000-ton Greek 
luxury liner Stella Solaris docked 
here yesterday after calling at 
Alexandria and Ashdod. The ship 
arrived empty, its 320 American 
passengers having debarked in Ash- 
dod for a three-day tour of Israel. 
They are to reboard their ship here 
today to continue their cruise to 
Turkey. 

This was the first time a foreign 
luxury liner has called at Ashdod 
since the Queen Elizabeth II on 
Independence Day 1973. 

Shipping circles here point out 
that no political significance should 
be attached to the fact. that the 
Stella Solaris came here strajght 
from an Egyptian port. Foreign 
passenger ships have been sailing 
regularly from Alexandria to Haifa 
for years — dozens since the Yom 
Kippur War.

— Zvi Haftel, concert 
master of the Israel Philharmonic 
Orchestra, died suddenly on Sunday 
while on ἃ private visit to London.

Af- 
ter compieting his musical studies 
in the Vienna Academy of Music, 
he studied violin with Bronislaw 
Huberman, among others. 


At the age of 12 he held his first 


solo concert in Copenhagen, the first 
of many such successful concerts in 
Burope. 

In 1986, on Huberman's recom- 
mendation, Haftel was invited to 
join the IPO (then being formed), 
and he served with the orchestra un- 
til his death, He was appointed con- 
cert master at the suggestion of 
Arturo Toscanini. 

As “foreign minister” of the IPO, 

Haftel took the initiative in bring- 
ing a seriea of distinguished foreign 
artists, including several from the 
USSR, to Israel to play with the 
IPo. 
He leaves a wife, two married 
daughters, and two grandchildren. 
Funeral arrangements are to be an- 
nounced.

— The U.S. 15 com- 
mitted to prevent any Israeli mili- 
tary attack on Syria, to seek a 
second Syrian-Israeli di ment 
and to accept the Palestinians as 
® party in negotiations for an 
overall Middle Hast peace settle- 
ment, according to President Anwar 
Sadat. 

The Sgyptian leader disclosed the 
hitherto secret American undertak- 
ings on Sunday night in an address 
to the nation (as reported briefly 
in a late bulletin in yesterday's 
Poet on the fifth anniversary of 
the death of his predecessor, Presi- 
dent Gama] Abdel Nasser). 

He said he secured the pledges 
from President Ford simultaneously 
with the conclusion earlier this 
month of the second Egyptian- Is- 
raeli interim agreement in Sinai. 

Sadat made it clear he was dis. 
closing them to refute charges by 
Syria and the Palestine Liberation 
Organization that his second ac- 
cord with Israel was a seliout and 
a letdown of his Arab ers, 
and that the agreement included ae- 
cret clauses which were damaging 
to the Arab cause. 

He clearly sought to show that 
the American were in ef. 
fect a gain for the Arab side.’ 

“I have got an undertaking from 
the American President that Israel 
will not attack Syria, that a second 
disengagement will be concluded on 
the Syrian front and that the Pa- 
lestinians will participate in a set. 
tlement,” Sadat told a joint meet- 
ing of Parliament and the central 
committee of the Arab Socialist 
Union. 

In his three-hour speech Sadat 


said for the first time that he had 
accepted a cease-fire in the October 
1973 war ‘mainly because the U.S. 
had joined Israel in the battle not 
only with new arms supplies but 
with American technicians as well. 

He said: “I had the - Americans 
and Jews in front of me — America 


‘ with all its might and its new arms 


which had not left the United States 
before, They brought them along 
with their technicians and entered 
the battle.” 

By contrast, he said, he had the 
Soviet Union “on my back" as an 
adverse factor during the war be~ 
cause of Moscow's failure to supply 
Egypt with sufficient arms. “I was 
afraid of it just as I was afraid of 
the Americans and Israelis,” he 
said, 

‘The Soviet Union always has 
had the habit of hitting one Arab 
regime with another," he said. 
“They began to hit Egypt with Sy- 
ria when Nasser was alive... They 
are doing this again now.” 

He said Moscow “began to pam- 
per Syria" after Egypt's expulsion 
of Soviet military personnel in July 
1972, flooding it with arms while 
withholding them from Egypt. “But 
I am not putting myself at the feet 


‘ of the Russiang like the (Syrian) 


Ba'ath party is doing,” he said. 
Sadat defended his policy of co- 
operating with the U.S. in Middle 
East peace efforts, saying: “When 
the Americans come and say they 
want a solution and proceed with 
you honourably, and seeing they are 
@ principal party, should I cooper- 
ate with them or not? I am a real- 
istic man and always calculate my 


atep.” 


Hijacked ship released 
after Filipino naval action 


MANILA. — The hijacked Japanese 
freighter Suehiro Maru was released 
yesterday afternoon, nearly 50 hours 
after it was captured by alleged 
Moslem pirates in Zamboanga City, 
900 kms. south of Manila, a Ja- 
Panese embassy spokesman said. 

The spokesman said the pirates 
freed the 3,853-ton cargo vessel at 
8 am. off an island 65 kms north 
of the city, after a Philippine navy 
flotilla surounded the ship and fired 
a warning shot across its bow. 

Rear Admiral Romulo Espaldon 
told a news conference in Zamboan- 
ga City: “We informed them we 
would board the ship if they did 
not surrender and this meant there 
would be fighting and we would 
have killed them all” 

No ransom was paid to the hi- 
jackers who seized the Japanese 
freighter Friday morning while it 
was in a Zamboanga port loading 


logs for Japan. 

“Not one cent was involved," 
Espaldon said. “The rebels were 
trapped. Had they resisted, they 
would have been killed.” 

Ransom of one million pesos 
{TL.880,000) had been demanded and 
representatives of the ship’s owner, 
the K.K. Osaka Zosensho Co., flew 
in from Tokyo Friday night to de- 
liver the money. 

An official source said the 31 
crewmen and Filipino government 
and company officials aboard were 
freed unharmed. 

There was no immediate official 
report about the status of the 
hijackers. It was earlier reported 


that they had surrendered uncondi- 
tionally to the Philippine govern- 
ment, yielding weapons including a 
rocket launcher and Hight machine 
gun, 

At a briefing in Manila, Inform- 
ation Secretary Francisco Tatad 
said the Moslems were identified 
as members of the rebel Moro Na- 
tional Liberation Front and were 
aboard a naval vessel. 


Fretelin asks 
Canberra to set 
talks for Timor 


CANBERRA (UPI). — The sec- 
retary-general of the Fretelin Party 
said yesterday that Fretelin forces 
were in control of Portuguese Ti- 
mor. 

Jose Ramos Horta spoke at a 
news conference after talking with 
Australian Government officials in 
an effort to arrange peace talks 
to end trouble on the island colony. 

“Fretelin is in control now 
throughout East Timor," he said. 
“We are now the de facto govern- 
ment.” He said he had asked fo- 
reign affairs department officials 
and politicians in Canberra to urge 
the Australian Government to help 
bring about talks on the future of 
the colony. The talks, he said, 
should include Indonesia, Portugal, 
Australia and Fretelin.

WASHINGTON (Reuters). — 
THE UNITED STATES today 
appears as far from strict 
firearms control as ever, despite 
the recent near-assagsination of 
President Gerald Ford and the 
daily carnage of gun murders, 
suicides and accidents. 

A shudder of apprehension 

d the country when Mr. 
Ford last September 5 (a Fri- 
day) came uncomfortably close 
to being the fifth U.S. President 
to be assassinated, and again on 
‘September 21, after another 
attempt on his life. 

They revived memories of the 
trauma of November 22, 1963 — 
curiously also a Friday — when 
John Kennedy became the 
fourth president to die at the 
hand of a killer with a gun. 

There are also vivid memories 
of other political killings, 
notably those in 1968 of biack 
civil rights leader Martin Luther 
King and John Kennedy's 
brother, Robert — and near vic- 
tims such as Alabama Governor 
George Wallace in 1972. 

Such events, and the fact that 
guns kill more than 20,000 people 
in a year in the United States, 
periodicaily. give rise to a 
passionate public outcry for gun 
control. 

But the cries soon become 
stifled in the heat and passion of 
debate with an anti-gun control 
lobby as powerful as those who 
would outlaw guns, or at least 
make them much harder to ob- 
tain than now.

WHEN I FIRST entered it near- 
ly 50 years ago, ‘“‘The Gym- 
nasia’’ was a two-storey 
yellowish-grey building, squat- 
ting across the main street of Tel 
Aviv. Its — to me — majestic 
entrance was flanked by two 
pyramid-shaped towers, frankly 
imitating Luxor.

Occasionally a storm broke. ‘‘0id 
Man Mossinson," the principal, 
chided his wards for lack of 
respect to their elders, for im- 
itating the ignoble and foreign 
eustom of others in playing 
pranks on April Fool's Day. But 
_Dr. Mossinson was not often in 
the school. He was often absent, 
either abroad or performing 
very important public duties on 
the Municipal Council or the 
Vaad Le'umi.
